NATION. 


The Decency due to Government, and 
efpecially to the Authority of Parliament, 
requires all poſſible Refpeét, as dt is the fu- 
pream Authority of the Nation, the Body 
clothed with the San@ion of Legiſtature on 
one Hand, and Sovereign Fudicature on the 
other. An humble Petition, and humbly 
prefented, is without doubt the juft Debt 
of applying to this Power All Manner of 
tumultuous. Aſſemblings, all Manner of 
threatning Appearances or Speeches, are in 
this Cafe ſcandalous, inſolem and ſeditious; 
to lead, direct, command, much leſs threaten 
or ſpeak roughly to them, is an Inſolence 
deſtructive of the very Nature of Govern¢ 
ment, and the Diftance of Subjects. What, 
tho they are the Servants of State, and ac- 
countable for Juſt ice, Truth and Liberty 3 


the 
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the Subjeét in Execution of their great Truſt 
—The Authority, they exer ciſe, is facred, 
and ought not to be treated with Diſteſpect 
or Contempt. : f 
The Method of petitioning therefore in 
England, is thus far confia’d by Law, to pre- 
vent all Manner of cumultuous Aſſemblies, 
that, not more than five Perfons can appear at 
the preſenting any Petition, be the Subj-¢t of 
it of never fo publick a Nature. And this 
has effeétuaily prevented the great Miſchiets 
of riotous Peittioning, which in its Turn bas 


prov’d pernicious both toGuvernmeitcnd , 


People, and muſt have ii! Conſe qucnces in 
any Country, where fuch Exo bitances are 
urreſtrain d. 

We come now in the third Place, to {peak 
of the Duty of she Petitioued.

1. All our Civil Rięhts are not fubjefted, 
no not to Parliament, as in particular tis 
not in their Power to take away the Right 
of being reprefented, tho without doubt it 
is in their Power to enlarge or comraũ, ſettle 
and limit the Number of the Reprelenti- 
tives, and the Space of the Countries they 
t. Aud whereas fome infer 


from hence, that then they might refolve. 


the Reprefentation into a fingle Perfon, and 
they think, they have a mighty Victory in 
this Lanſwer Every Part of the 
Kingdom, which has been a feparate Go - 
verument, muſt be feparately repreſented; 
decauſe its Right of be ing reprefented be- 
gan in its ſeparate State, and cannot be taken 
away——But yet every Kingdom, that by 
themfelves or their Reprefentatives confent 
even to ſuſpend their being repreſented at 
af, may doubt leis do it for a Time, tho’ is 
cannot be for their Pofterity; becauſe the 


Right of being reprefented deſcends with 


the ‘Land, and the Freebolder bimfelf cannot 
Give it aways Charters, Burghs or Corpo- 
tations may be forfeited and dif-frarchis’d, 
but the Freebold Land fhall ever entitle the 
Poffeffor to a Right of being repreſented.

2. A Reprefentative cannot bind Con- 

fcience, or oblige in Contradiction to the 
Laws of GOD — Al their Votes, all their 
Authority ceaſes, when ouce they contraven 
the expreſs Lass of GOD, and in that Cafe 
theic Power is ipfo facto diſſolv'd, and they 
ceafe to be 4 Legiflasure, in fo far only as 
they act azainit, or in Oppotition to the 
Divine Law, the Apoitle’s Queftion in that 
Cafe ſtrongly implying che Negation 
Whether. it is lawful to obey GOD rather 
than Man, judge ye? 
Nor can they make Laws againſt Rea- 
fon acd Nature, but in every thicg elſe they 
have a full Legillative aad Judicature com- 
mitted to them, and it cannot he rational to 
fubject them to the tumultuous Authority 
of theic Conſtituents. 

iknow, it isaffirm’d, that the Barons of 
Scotland havea Right, if they pleafe, to 
decli. a Reprefentative, and come up and 
fit in perlon, as the Peers do. a 

Whether they have ſuch a Right or no, 
is not my Buſiaeſs to debue here; bur J’ 
offer one Neg trive to ſuch an abfurd Notion, 
that [ believe, will ferve to the prefent Cafe, 
(Fiz.) That they cannot bave fuch 4 Kight 
vom for this current Parliament, they hav- 
ing by their Election already concluded 
themſelves for ibis Time; if ever they have — 
fuch a Right, which mevertbelefs J do not 
graut, it muft be, when a new Parliament is 
to be chofea—But the Cafe for this prefent 
Parliament is determin’d, and cannot be 
alter’d. 2 

But bow far then is a Parliament oblig d by 
the Aldreſſes of the Hererors or Conltituents, 
and what is their Duty in ſucb Cafes? for 
this is the grand Queftion before us. 

I anfwer, Add reſſes, if decently worded, 
dutifully, with Reſpect to Authority, pre- 
fented, and tignificant in cheir Nature, 
ought t0 be receiv'd; and in this Part 1 muit 
own, the Parliament of Scotland have been 
over and above regardful of their Duty, for 
that they have receiv’d ſuch Addreſſes, con- 
taining fuch inſulting of cheir Authority, 
fuch arraigning their Proceedings, ſuch 
leading their Voices, ſuch l. miting their 
Legal Power, fuch indecent and difrefpeét- 
ful treating their Perfons, that no Subjekts

. Nor is it the Duty of the Reprefenta= 
tives to receive only. the Addrefles of the 
Subjects; but indeed they ſeem to me to 
owe a Reading, and if the Su'ftance require 
bt, to coalider and debate the Matters laid 
before them init. If any Man ſhall ask fo 
Weak x Queftion, as who flratl de judge, 
whether the Subftance requires their Be- 
bates or no? The Nature af debating anfwers 


thas, for they can debate upon ndthing elf 
bat the Merits‘of the Petition, and if they 
find it frivolous or vexatious, withouc 
Queſtion they may either lay it aſſeep in the 
Houſe, by the ftil Voice of general Neglect, 
or caft 1t back with Refemtment. I this. be 
not in their (boite, chen it issno-more ai 
Addrefs or Petition, but a Precept or Man- 
damus; the People igning it ate no more 
Addreffors,.. Petitioners or Defirers, but Di- 
rectors or Preceptors, and rhe. whole Scale 
egal to Democracy and Cen.
